— Lancaster, March 6.—Franklin p.n4 
Marshall College students are barred 
from participating in dances at the 
Millersville State Normal School in a 
drastic edict made public Wednesday 
by the faculty. 
As a result the pro­ 
posed dance of 
the 
normal school 
Middler class planned 
for the near 
future likely will be* canceled. There 
are 500 girls at the normal .school and 
only sixty male dancing partners. The 
odd* are better than eight to one and 
even the male students believe the 
dance impossible. 
Dr. C. H. Gordinier, principal of the 
normal school, announced Wednesday 
that he had sent a letter officially in­ 
forming Dr. H. II. Apple, president of 
Franklin and Marshall College, of the 
action of the normal school faculty. 
Dr. Apple declared Wednesday morn­ 
ing that he had not received the let­ 
ter. 
Issues Statement 
The F. and M. president rallied 
strongly to the support of his student 
body and in a public statement de­ 
clared: “If the principal** action has 
been reported correctly, I feel that Dr.: 
Gordinier is mistaken in discriminat­ 
ing between F. and M. College stu­ 
dents and other outsiders. If the Mil­ 
lersville dance on the nineteenth were 
to be restricted to students of the 
normal school 
alone, I 
could see a 
reason for it. 
But 
I 
thipk the ad­ 
mission of other outsiders and the 
barring of F. and M. 
students as a 
body is unreasonable.” 
“lf certain individual students of 
the college have misbehaved,” he con­ 
tin u a , “they should without question 
bi* barred from the dance. We cannot 
bi* expected to control the conduct of 
our students when away from college. 
However, we have little trouble in con­ 
trolling them at Franklin and Mar­ 
shall dances. 
If thoro are offenses 
com mitt e<l, we take the 
m atter up 
with the individual “offender.” 
Stop Glee Clup Concert 
The edict banning the F. and M. 
men from the normal school is the cul­ 
mination of a series of events at the 
institution. 
Recently Dr. Gordinier 
stopped a dance at the school because 
of what he termed “indecent dancing 
and rotten music.” The supervisor of 
music next stopped the annual F. and 
M. Glee Club concert 
because the 
music was too jazzy. During the con­ 
cert a member of the club introduced 
the Charleston. 
Normal school offi­ 
cials did not interfere and it was gen­ 
erally supposed th at 
they 
did not 
recognize the dance they 
had 
pre­ 
viously banned. 
Normal school teachers declared in 
defending their latest action that F. 
and M. men “talked back” to them 
when they warned 
them of certain 
rules at the school. “Blind dates” are 
also assailed by the normal school 
teachers. This offense, teachers say, 
is largely committed Sunday after­ 
noons when a group of F. and M. 
men come to the school and are 
in­ 
troduced to a party of young women. 
Usually several of the men know sev­ 
eral of the young women and thus 
pave the way for 
introductions 
of 
those not previously acquainted.
